In Newport, lately published in tho DAILY 
S'w.v.s, is by no means the expression of mere 
p<u!!iiits»roplc enthusiasm,1 but u practical 
esiifjv?!' to meet an existing Want, tho ur- 
g6uc; of which has not been sufficiently 
made public. 


While so much benevolence has been d 


reeled toward various worthy charities In tl 
town, it Is all tho more surprising that 
reuuln entirely without that provision whic 
humanity demands for the sick aud wouuu 
ed poor. 


It is not too much to say, lhat to our ue 


lect in this respect, a considerable year 
amount of human suffering is fairly charg 
able. Aside from the requirements of th 
increasing city population, it happens, in 
our harbor Is constantly made the refuge 
vessels compelled to seek tho neatest no 
by tho sudden occurrence of sickness or se 
vero accident at sea. The unfortunate ma 
Iner, who Is the victim often of some cru 
misfortune incurred in the performance 
duty, has little reason lo thank the breez 
that blows him to Newport although 01 
humane collector strains his official powe 
to the utmost in the relief of such cases, 
the disregard of personal convenience an 
expense; it is still nevertheless the case til 
the quarters to which disabled sailors are a 
signed, under the present stato of things a 
wretched enough to excite generous compa 
sion. 


There are few, if any, physicians, In th 


town, who can not recall cases, from tho 
own experience, where great pain and dan 
ger, possibly life itself .might have been savi 
by the existence of a small, comfortable ho 
pital. Probably as ragards this city,at leas 
ia no other way could liberality be so speei" 
ily and directly productive of good. Ce 
tainly In no other way could so much, goo 
be purchased for so small a price.

The California KuriiKjuulLCM. 


Tho following is the telegraphic account, 


of the terrible disaster in southern Califor- 
nia.lasl week. These reports come from the 
volcanic district in Ingo county, four hun- 
dred miles suuth of the earthquake disaster 
on Tuesday. 
Shocks still continue, though 


with decreased violence. It is remarkable 
lhat only a slight shock was felt iu central 
and northern Califoruia. 
Cerro Gordo was 


badly damaged, having several buildings 
thrown down aud one man killed.' Lone 
Pino appears to havo been directly over tho 
centre of disturbance. 
a park of artillery fired directly beneath the 
town. Col. Whipple, who was iu the second 
story ol the Adalee House, states that lie was 
just iu time to jump from bed and get to the 
doorway when the house appeared to crum- 
ble to pieces beneath him. IIo was buried 
among tho ruins, but succeeded in extricat- 
ing himself from the debris, having received 
several severe but not dangerous wounds. 
The scene beggars description. Near] 
whole populace was buried beneath tho 
ruins. Cries for help, and screams of pain 
from Uio wounded beneath die ruins filled 
the air, while those who escaped were calling 
for aid to rescue fathers and mothers ,wivcs 
and children. 


The first shock was followed in quick suc- 


cession by three others. 
Over 300 dis- 


tinct shocks were felt between haif-pasi two 
and sunrise. Tho face of tho earth was in a 
constant tremble over three hours. A cha;m 
was opened, extending thirty-five miles down 


in the valley, ranging from three inches to 
forty feet in width. 
Itocks were torn from 


their places and r61!ed down into the valley. 


There are rumors of a volcano in active 


operation scon from the summit of Cjreen 
Jood mountain, sixty miles south of Visalifl, 
Flio rumor is considered at least dubious. 
The Indians in that vicinity have all left, 
earing a recurrence of the general convul- 


.ion of nature, which, according to tradition 
iccurrcd in that region some hundreds of 
•cars ago, ami created what ia known as 
Owen's: river valley, but which w.;s before a 
lain of mountains.

iy the earthquake was sparsely Inhabited, 
naiuly by people engaged in working silver 
'earing lead mines. 


Additional advices from Inyo county place 
he number of killed by tho earthquake on 
"uosday as SO, besides 1110 wounded.
